COVER  STORY 


A  representation  of  Louis  Bonaparte  graces  the  cover  of  our  October  issue.  It  is  the 
obverse  of  a  superb  example  of  the  50-stuiver  coin  struck  in  1808,  listed  for  sale  under 
no.  0326. 

Louis  (or  Lodewijk)  in  Dutch  was  born  in  1778,  nine  years  after  his  more  famous 
brother  Napoleon.  Louis  fought  with  the  French  army  and  in  1806,  following  his 
marriage  to  Hortense  de  Beauharnais,  was  created  king  of  Holland  by  Napoleon. 
Holland  included  not  only  the  province  of  that  name  but  also  the  other  six  provinces 
that  with  it  make  up  the  present-day  kingdom  of  the  Netherlands. 

In  the  Netherlands  the  Batavian  Republic  had  come  into  existence  in  1795  following 
invasions  by  the  Prussians  and  the  French  in  the  previous  eight  years.  The  Republic 
was  treated  as  a  province  by  France  but  Napoleon  had  tired  of  the  situation  by  1806 
and  created  the  Kingdom  of  Holland  for  his  brother.  Louis'  rule  was  sincere  and  well- 
meaning  but  he  exasperated  Napoleon  by  failing  to  enforce  the  latter’s  “Continental 
System”  -  an  attempt  to  forbid  France,  its  allies  or  neutrals  to  trade  with  Britain  and 
its  colonies.  This,  combined  with  the  war  between  the  Dutch  and  the  French, 
compelled  him  to  abdicate  in  1810.  Napoleon  then  took  Holland  into  the  French 
Empire  and  during  this  period  French  coinage  was  issued,  struck  at  Utrecht  mint. 

One  of  the  Louis'  sons,  Louis  Napoleon,  became  the  emperor  Napoleon  III  in  1852. 


A  POLISH  COIN  TELLS  ITS  STORY 

RICHARD  PLANT 


It  is  only  one  of  those  thin  one-sided  medieval  coins  known  as  bracteates,  with  a  diameter 
of  21mm.  and  weighing  0.16g.;  but  it  has  a  fascinating  story  to  tell.  Not  particularly  in  its 
design  -  it  shows  two  geese  and  a  peculiar  sort  of  dragon,  but  with  regards  to  its  legend, 
which  is  in  Hebrew! 

During  the  reign  of  Duke  of  Poland,  Mieszko  III,  the  Old,  1 173-1202,  quite  a  number 
of  ‘Hebrew'  bracteates  were  minted.  Mieszko  had  been  faced  with  internal  strife  and  had, 
in  fact,  at  one  stage  been  driven  out  of  the  country  altogether;  but  the  Jews  had  financed 
the  military  aid  that  enabled  his  restoration  -  this  had  placed  them  in  a  strong  position 
with  regards  to  asking  for  favours.  As  coins  appear  from  the  mints  of  Gniezno,  Kalisz  and 
(probably)  Inowroclaw  bearing  legends  in  the  Hebrew  script,  it  is  evident  that  Jews  took 
over  control  of  the  mints  in  these  towns  at  this  period. 

Legends  are  varied  -  sometimes  it  is  the  name  of  the  Duke,  Mieszko  himself  or  his  sons 
Mieszko  of  Kalisz  or  Boleslaw  of  Kujavy.  More  often  it  is  the  name  of  the  Jewish 
moneyer,  or  some  such  word  as  ‘blessing'  or,  as  in  the  case  of  the  illustrated  coin,  the 
name  of  the  mint.  In  this  case  the  four  Hebrew  letters  -  to  be  read  from  right  to  left  -  read 
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either  GZDZ  or  GNDZ  tor  Gniezno.  Other  coins  of  the  same  design  give  the  name 
kalisz. 

‘Gniezno’  means  nest',  and  this  takes  us  right  back  to  a  legend  concerned  with  the  origin 
of  the  Slav  peoples.  Once  upon  a  time  a  flood  devastated  a  valley  in  Ruthenia.  When  at 
length  the  waters  subsided  an  old  man  called  together  his  three  sons  and  told  them  that  he 
himself  was  near  the  point  of  death,  but  that  they  must  go  forth  and  find  new  pasture- 
lands  and  found  new  families  and  tribes.  1 1  is  sons  were  named  Russ,  Czech  and  Lech 
Russ  went  eastwards  to  father  the  Russian  people;  Czech  went  to  the  land  we  know  as 
Bohemia;  whilst  Lech  travelled  into  Poland.  When  he  came  to  the  site  of  the  future  city  of 
Gniezno  he  found  a  nest  of  white  eagles,  which  he  took  to  be  a  sign  from  the  gods  that  he 
had  ‘arrived'.  He  established  Ins  new  home  there  at  the  place  of  the  ‘nest',  and  the  Polish 
people  took  as  their  emblem  a  white  eagle. 

Gniezno  is  only  a  small  town  now,  but  it  has  an  important  place  in  Polish  history.  The 
Polish  kings  were  crowned  here  until  1320-  this  was  the  cradle  of  the  Polish  people! 


THE  GUINEA  TICKET  OF 
A  CROWN  &  ANCHOR  TAVERN

Copper,  24  mm.;  18th  century  appearance.  D&W  p.  311  no.  30.  My  specimen  (just 
acquired)  has  small  neat  serial  no.  50  punched  in  centre  of  obv.  and  neat  2  mm.  hole  at 
rim  (through  RN  of  obv.). 

This  was  one  of  the  taverns  where  Dr.  Johnson  took  his  more  distinguished  guests  for 
meals.  It  was  situated  in  the  Strand,  London,  at  the  corner  of  Arundel  Street  (which 
runs  southward  to  (formerly)  Arundel  Steps  on  the  Thames  bank;  now.  Temple  Place 
opposite  Temple  underground  railway  station)  and  functioned  until  1847.  /JAW 
(inaccurately  stating  "This  famous  house  was  in  Fleet  Street')  naturally  placed  the 
ticket  under  Gambling'.  That  classification  serves  conveniently  until  a  better  explana¬ 
tion  arises  in  particular  cases  (e.g.  items  on  pp.  312  etc.  now  classed  as  school 
counters).  In  the  present  instance  the  D&W  listing  includes  (as  item  35  on  same  page) 
a  single  further  guinea  ticket  of  a  tavern,  clearly  made  by  the  same  maker  around  the 
same  time  because  of  its  closeness  of  design,  in  the  name  of  M.  Richold  (Richard?)  at 
the  Freemasons'  Tavern,  located  in  Great  Queen  Street  (linking  Drury  Fane  with, 
nowadays,  Kingsway). 

Occurrence  of  guinea  tickets  bearing  tavern  names  is  quite  exceptional  and  an 
alternative  purpose  from  gambling  to  serving  as  a  receipt-pass  on  a  particular  occasion 
is  suggested  for  the  Crown  &  Anchor  version,  because  the  price  fits,  by  the  following 
quoted  account  of  a  quite  unusual  function  held  there: 

In  the  year  1800  the  Farming  Society  proposed  to  have  an  experimental  dinner  in 
order  to  ascertain  the  relative  qualities  of  the  various  breeds  of  cattle  in  the  kingdom; 
the  dinner  was  planned  and  patronised  by  Sir  John  Sinclair,  and  the  execution 
intrusted  to  Mr.  Simpkins,  landlord  of  the  Crown  &  Anchor,  who  sent  a  tender  of  the 
most  Brobdignagian  dinner  probably  ever  heard  of.  Twelve  kinds  of  oxen  and  sheep  of 
the  most  famous  breed,  eight  kinds  of  pork,  and  various  specimens  of  poultry,  were  to 
bleed  as  victims  in  this  holocaust  to  the  devil  of  gluttony;  the  fish  was  only  to  be  from 
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fresh  waters,  such  as  were  “entitled  to  the  attention  of  British  farmers”;  there  were 
various  kinds  of  vegetables,  nine  sorts  of  bread,  besides  veal,  lamb,  hams,  poultry, 
tarts  and  puddings,  all  of  which  were  to  be  washed  down  by  a  variety  of  strong  and 
mild  ales,  stout,  cider.  Perry,  and  “British"  spirits.  Tickets  one  guinea  each'. 
Larwood,  J.,  and  Hotten,  J.  C. — The  History  of  Signboards,  8th  edition,  1875,  p.  104. 
There  it  is  preceded  by  other  notes  about  the  tavern’s  history  and  the  last  sentence  of 
the  above  extract  is  asterisked — not,  alas,  to  a  mention  of  the  ticket,  but  to  reflections 
about  the  propensity  of  British  agricultural  societies  towards  arranging  large-scale 
feasts. 

The  ingredient  needed  to  make  this  a  convincing  backdrop  for  the  Simpkin(s)  metal 
ticket  would  be  evidence — if  existent — that  the  Freemasons'  Tavern’s  metal  ticket  was 
for  accommodating  there  an  overflow  of  subscriptions  for  the  same  feast.

NEW  BRITISH  MUSEUM  POSTCARDS 

The  British  Museum  has  recently  published  five  new  colour  postcards  in  conjunction 
with  the  Money  exhibition.  Two  dramatic  close-ups,  an  owl  from  an  Athenian  5th 
century  tetradrachm  and  the  portrait  of  Alexander  the  Great  from  a  tetradrachm  ot 
Lysimachus,  exploit  modern  photographic  and  printing  techniques  to  good  effect. 
Variety  is  added  by  a  gold  triple  unite  of  Charles  I  and  a  colourful  £6  note  ol  New 
Jersey  State  1776.  The  set  is  completed  by  an  amusing  cartoon  of  1797  by  James 
Gillray  showing  the  Bank  of  England,  alias  the  Old  Lady  ot  I  hreadneedle  Street, 
dressed  in  the  new  £1  notes,  being  assaulted  by  Prime  Minister  William  Pitt  to  remove 
her  good  gold  coins.  At  a  time  when  £1  notes  have  given  way  again  to  coins,  collecters 
may  like  to  use  these  numismatic  items  for  their  own  stationery.  Retail  price  15p  each 
at  the  Museum  Shop. 


AN  UNPUBLISHED  EASTERLING 
OF  THE  BRISTOL  MINT  ? 


JONATHAN  MORRIS 


Imitative  sterling  of  Gaucher  de  Chatillon,  mint  of  Yves,  near  Florennes. 


Edward  I  Class  1 1 Ic  penny  of  Bristol  (for  comparison). 


Acquired  recently  in  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  under  the  guise  of  an  Edward  I  Class  1 1  Ic 
Penny  of  Bristol,  this  coin  would  appear  to  belong  to  a  series  of  continental  imitations 
issued  by  Gaucher  de  Chatillon,  Constable  of  France  and  Count  of  Porcien,  from  his 
mint  at  Yves,  near  Florennes,  around  the  period  1313-1322. 

Nicholas  Mayhew,  in  his  exhaustive,  and  now  standard,  work  on  continental 
sterlings'  details  two  issues  whose  descriptions  correspond  to  the  piece  in  question, 
which  seems  to  fit  nicely  into  type  2  and  can  be  described  thus: 

Obverse:  *F(3DWARANGLDNShB  with  no  abbreviation  or  punctuation  marks,  a 

single-punch  S  and  squat  'stubby'  letters  R  and  A.  The  crown  is  trifoliate 
with  pellet  jewels. 

Reverse:  /VIFL/ABR/ISTO/FFIG  with  a  composite-punch  S  but  similar  stubby 

letter  R. 

The  coin  weighs  1.335  grams  and  has  die-axis^. 

Although  pieces  emanating  from  mints  ostensibly  located  in  London,  Canterbury, 
Fincoln  and  Waterford  are  referred  to  in  Mayhew’s  work,2  no  mention  is  made  of  a 
'Bristol'  reverse  type.  In  an  earlier  monograph,3  the  same  writer  illustrates  a  similar 
6DWA  R  obverse,  but  with  a  ‘London’  reverse,  and  also  a  ‘Bristol'  reverse  coin 
shewing,  however,  the  obverse  legend  GD  RGX  ANGF  ,  etc.4  From  my  limited 
knowledge  and  research'1  it  would  appear  that  this  piece  is  so  far  unrecorded.

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THE  COINS  OF  THE  BRITISH  IN  INDIA 
NEW  VARIETIES  OF  THE 
UNIFORM  COINAGE

Major  Pridmore  describes  three  varieties  ot  rupees  dated  187 7  and  issued  by  the  mint 
at  Bombay.  The  combination  ot  the  bead  mmtmark  with  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies 
described  above  does  not  appear  in  his  listing.  I  lowever,  I  have  seen  this  combination 
m  lists  of  coins  offered  for  sale  by  at  least  one  dealer  and,  since  I  hav  e  two  specimens  in 
my  own  collection,  the  variety  may  not  be  all  that  uncommon.

The  earliest  occurance  of  bust  type  A  appearing  on  a  currency  issue  halt  rupee  ot  the 
Bombay  mint  is  listed  by  Major  Pridmore  as  1882.  I  le  does  record  an  earlier  proof  coin 
under  the  Bombay  listing  with  an  obverse  bust  type  A  but  a  misprint  (.’)  in  the 
catalogue  means  that  no  date  has  been  recorded,  nor  has  the  mintmark  (although  I 
presume  that  the  date  is  between  1877  and  1880  inclusive,  and  that  the  mintmark  is  a 
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bead).  This  new  variety  definitely  establishes  that  the  dies  bearing  the  bust  A  design 
were  available  at  the  Bombay  mint  for  striking  currency  coins  dated  1881.

This  present 
report  confirms  the  existance  of  this  variety.

This  coin  was  the  subject  of  a  short  paper  presented  to  the  British  Numismatic  Society 
in  September  1984.  The  present  report  serves  to  provide  a  permanent  record  and  to 
inform  those  not  present  at  the  BNS  meeting. 

In  1836  the  Government  of  India  was  instructed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  strike  a 
coin  with  the  value  of  two  annas  and  in  1837  the  mint  committee  was  ordered  to  put 
these  instructions  into  effect  as  soon  as  possible.  However,  no  work  was  undertaken 
until  further  orders  were  received  in  1840  and  dies  were  then  prepared.  Specimens 
were  submitted  to  the  Mint  Committee  on  3  July  1841  and  were  approved.  The  dies 
were  then  sent  to  the  mints  at  Madras  and  Bombay  and  were  received  there  in  March 
1842.  On  17  May  1842  the  Madras  Mint  Master  suggested  that  the  edge  of  the  two 
anna  coin  should  be  plain  and  this  was  agreed  by  Council  on  3  August  1842.  Thus  coins 
struck  with  a  milled  edge  must  be  either  specimens  struck  at  Calcutta  for  approval  by 
the  mint  committee  in  1841  (Calcutta  did  not  begin  striking  two  annas  for  circulation 
until  1844/45),  or  currency  issues  struck  at  Madras  or  Bombay  between  March  and 
August  1842. 
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All  of  the  Madras  continuous  legend  two  annas  show  an  S  on  the  truncation  of  the 
neck  but  the  coin  described  above  does  not  have  an  initial.  This  makes  Madras  an 
unlikely  candidate  as  the  source  of  the  coin.  I  lowever.  distinguishing  between  (  alcutta 
and  Bombay  is  more  difficult.  The  condition  of  the  coin  would  suggest  that  it  has  been 
in  circulation  and  the  absence  ot  the  Calcutta  mintmark  (a  crescent  on  the  ribbon  bow) 
on  the  reverse  would  support  a  Bombay  attribution.  Nevertheless,  the  coin  could  be 
one  ot  the  specimens  from  the  Calcutta  mint  and  may  have  escaped  into  circulation. 
The  absence  ot  the  Calcutta  mint  mark  could  be  explained  either  by  natural  wear  and 
tear,  or  by  the  fact  that  it  the  coin  is  only  a  specimen,  then  the  inclusion  of  a  mint  mark 
may  not  have  been  considered  necessary.

This  coin  was  purchased  in  the  Pridmore  sale  (Part  III,  lot  45)  and  described  in  the 
catalogue  'as  Pr.  140,  Bombay';  the  word  MADRAS  on  the  edge  was  described  as 
undoubtedly  contemporary'. 

In  cataloguing  the  quarter  annas  dated  1835,  Major  Pridmore  has  distinguished 
between  the  three  issuing  mints  on  the  basis  of  flan  diameter:  25.3  mm.  for  Bombay; 
25.5  mm.  for  Madras,  and  26.2-26.3  mm.  for  Calcutta.  The  distinction  between  the 
Madras  and  Bombay  mints  is  very  small  and,  in  fact,  most  of  the  coins  in  my  collection 
that  would  fall  into  the  Madras  mint  catalogue  (i.e.  Pr.  142-47)  on  the  basis  of  design, 
measure  25.4  mm. 

The  coin  reported  here  has  the  same  design  as  Pr.  141  (not  Pr.  140  as  reported  in  the 
sale  catalogue),  which  is  attributed  to  the  Bombay  mint,  but  has  a  diameter  of 
25.5  mm.,  which  would  imply  an  origin  in  the  Madras  mint.  This  latter  fact,  combined 
with  the  contemporary  (?)  edge  marking,  cause  me  to  attribute  the  coin  to  the  Madras 
mint.  If  this  is  correct,  the  attribution  of  Pr.  141  to  the  Bombay  mint  must  be 
questioned.  I  would  be  inclined  to  re-attribute  Pr.  141  to  Madras.

CONTEMPORARY  BRITISH  MEDALS 

A  Loan  Exhibition  from  the  British  Museum 


Not  a  single  campaign  medal,  nothing  sporting,  no  reference  to  royal  weddings.  The 
medals  in  the  British  Museum  travelling  exhibition  run  contrary  to  the  popular  image 
of  medals  as  military  rewards  or  mass  produced  souvenirs.  Each  one  is  a  work  of  art; 
some  stretch  the  traditional  boundaries  of  the  medium  and  may  use  the  medallic 
tradition  in  original  and  exciting  ways. 

The  work  of  some  forty  contemporary  artists  is  represented  here,  including  sculptors 
like  Lynn  Chadwick,  Elisabeth  Frink,  Nigel  Hall,  John  Maine  and  Paul  Neagu;  gun 
and  glass  engravers  like  Malcolm  Appleby  and  Ronald  Pennell;  medallists  and  coin 
designers  like  Ron  Dutton,  Robert  Elderton,  Fred  Kormis  and  Michael  Rizzello, 
jewellers  like  Jacqueline  Steiger  and  Fred  Rich,  a  cartoonist — Ronald  Searle  and  the 
poet,  gardener  and  moralist  Ian  Hamilton  Finlay.  Their  work,  as  you  would  expect,  is 
varied.  There  are  portraits  (of  Michelangelo  and  Hitchcock,  John  Lennon  and  James 
Thurber  among  many  others)  and  abstractions,  landscapes  and  seascapes,  commemor¬ 
ative  medals  and  poetic  medals.  Some  are  struck  from  hand  engraved  steel  dies,  many 
are  cast  from  a  wax  model  and  then  finished  and  patinated  by  the  artist. 

All  the  pieces  are  very  personal  works,  for  the  revival  of  interest  in  medallic  work 
which  this  exhibition  reflects  is  also  a  revival  of  interest  in  small  scale,  intimate 
sculpture.  These  are  pieces  which  can  be  held  in  the  hand  and  appreciated  at  home 
(not  least  because  they  are  relatively  inexpensive)  as  well  as  in  public  galleries.  They 
have  characteristics  which  are  present  in  no  other  art — the  relation  between  obverse 
and  reverse  (or  front  and  back),  two  images  that,  though  inseparable,  can  never  be 
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seen  simultaneously,  and  that  between  inscription  and  composition,  the  point  at  which 
a  reading  of  the  image  and  a  visualisation  of  the  text  join  to  create  a  single  aesthetic 
impression. 

The  exhibition  is  at  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum,  Cambridge  (17  July-19  September 

1986)  and  will  be  seen  at  the  Hunterian  Museum,  Glasgow  (3  October  1986 — January 

1987) ;  the  City  Museum  and  Art  Gallery,  Birmingham  (January— March  1987),  and 
the  National  Museum  of  Wales  (April — May  1987)  before  being  shown  at  the  British 
Museum. 

Mark  Jones  has  written  a  catalogue  to  accompany  the  exhibition  entitled  Contem¬ 
porary  British  Medals  (91  x  7Ain . ,  63pp.,  82  medals  illustrated;  paper  bound  £3.50).  It 
surveys  the  work  of  the  39  artists/medallists  featured  in  the  exhibition  with  a  brief 
background  to  their  career  and  illustrates  at  least  one  of  their  medallic  works  (sadly 
Fred  Kormis,  the  doyen  of  modern  medallic  art,  died  whilst  the  catalogue  was  in  the 
press).  In  several  instances,  examples  of  the  artists’  better  known  work  in  other  media 
are  featured  and  it  is  interesting  to  see  a  medal  such  as  Lynn  Chadwick's  “Diamond" 
(incidentally  the  medal  that  is  featured  on  the  cover)  alongside  his  male  and  female 
figures  of  the  same  title  and  year. 

The  Introduction  is  a  very  carefully  written  and  balanced  account  of  medallic  art  in 
this  country  with  its  exphasis  on  the  modern  approach  that  culminated  in  the  founding 
of  The  British  Art  Medal  Society  in  1982.  It  is  especially  gratifying  to  note  that  it  was 
Peter  Seaby  who  approached  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  with  his  idea  of  funding  a 
medal  section  in  the  annual  design  bursary  competition,  thus  recognising  the  need  to 
nurture  a  new  generation  of  medallists.  This  has  now  more  than  taken  wing  with  the 
BAMS  commissioning  medals  from  many  artists  who,  in  some  instances,  had  not 
previously  entered  the  medallic  art  world.  The  response  in  the  Society’s  growth  in  the 
few  years  of  its  existence  is  evidence  enough  of  the  blossoming  interest  that  exists.  Not 
all  contemporary  medals  follow  the  old  tried  and  true  form  of  the  medal  some,  such  as 
Malcolm  Appleby's  “Horrors  of  War”,  seem  to  be  more  like  miniature  sculptures 
nevertheless  they  attract  our  attention  and  Mark  Jones  has  provided  an  invaluable 
guide  m  this  booklet  to  a  held  that  is  gradually  making  more  impact  in  the  numismatic 
world. 

Clients  might  like  to  note  that  we  have  a  number  of  examples  of  contemporary  art 
medals  available  and  on  display,  including  several  of  those  features  in  Mark  Jones’s 
catalogue.  We  hope  to  list  them  from  time  to  time  in  the  Bulletin.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


Discolouration  of  coins,  I  thought  it  might  be 
helplul  to  the  numismatic  community  to  say 
that  I  believe  I  have  found  an  answer  to  the 
problem  ol  the  discolouration  which  many  col¬ 
lectors  have  observed  when  copper,  bronze 
and  even  some  silver  coins  (both  0.925  and 
0.500  silver  contain  copper  as  another  consti¬ 
tuent  ol  the  alloy)  are  housed  in  plastic  (pvc) 
envelopes. 

I  have  experienced  this  problem  with  my 
own  collection,  being  quite  horrified  many 
years  ago  to  discover  within  a  relatively  short 
time  of  acquisition  that  some  of  my  choicest 
copper  and  bronze  specimens  had  become 


green  and  sticky  on  the  raised  surfaces  I  note 
that  comments  have  appeared  from  time  to 
time  m  the  numismatic  literature  about  poss¬ 
ible  reasons  for  the  eltect,  with  tentative  expla¬ 
nations  lor  the  process  involved.  However, 
much  mystery  still  surrounds  the  subject. 

After  experimenting  over  the  last  few  years 
I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  basic 
cause  is  attack  ol  atmospheric  moisture  on  the 
greasy  film  which  covers  all  coins  except  those 
in  mint  state,  and  which  also  contains  sub- 
microscopic  particles  ol  copper  ('oins  which 
have  circulated  only  very  little  soon  become 
coated  with  a  very  thin  film  of  grease,  which 
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hardens  in  time.  Also  within  this  film  very  fine 
particles  of  copper  (or  copper  alloy)  are  pres¬ 
ent,  either  from  mint  manufacture  or  pro¬ 
duced  by  abrasion  during  circulation;  these 
particles  are  not  visible,  even  under  a  micros¬ 
cope,  but  can  be  detected  analytically.  Atmos¬ 
pheric  moisture  reacts  chemically  with  the  cop¬ 
per  particles  in  the  grease,  giving  rise  to 
hydrated  copper  compounds,  which  are  re¬ 
sponsible  lor  the  deep  green  colour.  The  con¬ 
stituents  of  the  grease  (organic  acids)  are  very 
likely  involved,  too.  The  main  metal,  i.e.  the 
body  of  the  coin  itself,  fortunately  appears  not 
to  be  attacked.  This  is  evident  when  the  green 
residue  is  removed  (using  an  inert  solvent) 
from  copper  or  bronze  coins  which  already  had 
surface  oxidation  (i.e.  are  toned).  In  such 
cases  the  body  of  the  coin  still  has  the  surface 
oxidised;  if  the  chemical  attack  had  been  on 
the  body  of  the  coin  itself,  a  bright  stain, 
indicating  removal  of  the  oxidised  layer. 


should  have  appeared,  but  it  never  did. 

The  solution  to  the  problem  appears  to  be 
quite  simple.  Gentle  wiping  of  a  discoloured 
coin  with  cotton-wool  soaked  in  a  light  mineral 
oil  (sewing  machine  oil)  removes  all  the  green 
residue.  The  oil  is  then  removed  by  gentle 
wiping  with  cotton-wool  soaked  in  new  turpen¬ 
tine.  The  turpentine  is  removed  by  immersing 
the  coin  for  a  few  seconds  in  warm  water;  the 
coin  is  then  carefully  dried  by  dabbing  with 
cotton-wool  or  tissue.  If  the  extent  of  green 
compound  formation  is  only  slight,  the  oil 
stage  can  be  omitted.  Both  oil  and  turpentine 
are  completely  unreactive  towards  metals  and 
oxidised  metals,  but,  most  importantly,  they 
dissolve  away  the  grease-copper  particle  film 
completely.  [  hope  these  remarks  are 

useful  to  numismatists. — Dr.  David  C.
